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Managers can also use the mapping technology to
pinpoint which Federal programs (e.g., grants for
afterschool activities) and community resources (e.g.,
Boys and Girls Club of America, YMCA) are avail-
— able to neighborhoods in need of services. With these
facts, managers can make informed decisions about
what other resources are needed and where.

State-level juvenile justice program administra-
tors can use SMART to analyze county-level crime
and delinquency data and then upload incident-
specific data they get from their State’s statisti-

cal analysis centers, effectively pinpointing areas of
high juvenile crime and delinquency in an
area. State administrators can view existing
resources in these high-risk areas and
then award grants to the areas that
lack program resources.

Local law enforcement agencies
can upload data on local crime and
delinquency incidents to SMART.
They can use SMART to see how
crime and delinquency relates to
socioeconomic and resource data in
the system. The resulting map can
provide insight as to whether crime
and delinquency is geographically
related to factors such as poverty or
low high school graduation rates.

A multijurisdictional gang task
force can upload a list of names and
addresses of known local gang members
and produce a map of their locations.
